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TRUMAN, HOOVER URGE U.S. 
TO FEED WORLD’S STARVING

‘Millions Will Die Unless 
We Eat Less,’ Presi- 
dent Says—Hoover Ap- 
peals to Other Nations 
to Help.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—The United States opened an in- 
tensive new attack on the global 


food crisis today, ordering a 25 
per cent slash in domestic flour 
consumption and calling for even 
more vigorous self-rationing of 
food in American homes. 

The emergency, President Tru- 
man revealed, has become so acute 
that this country’s already low 
wheat reserves are going to be cut 
even further to furnish famine 
relief. 

Truman somberly told the na- 
tion it confronted “the greatest 
threat of mass starvation in the 
history of mankind.” 

“Millions will surely die unless 
we eat less,” he said if a plea to 
“the warm heart of America” for 
greater voluntary food conserva- 
tion by the people. 

Million Tons a Month Needed. 

The flowr consumption cut was 
a direct step toward helping the 
country supply famished overseas 
areas with a million tons of wheat 
monthly—the — set by the 
President for the next three 
months. The reduction order is 
effective at midnight tomorrow 
and will continue in effect until 
June 30. 

Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials estimate that the flour cut 
will yield the equivalent of 25,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in the 
period. 

(As a result of the order, the 
United Press reported, bakers 
planned to ask the OPA for a 
retail price increase of one cent 
a pound on bread.) 

Truman summoned the nation 
to redouble famine relief efforts 
in a nation-wide all-network radio 
broadcast last night. He was 
joined on the program by former 
President Herbert Hoover, speak- 
ing from Egypt; Fiorello LaGuar- 
dia, director general of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, and Secretary, of 
Agriculture Anderson. 

Six-Potmt Program. 

It was Anderson who an- 
nounced the flour reduction order 
as part of a six-point Administra- 
tion program to provide more 
food for export. Other points: 

1—A Government bonus to 
farmers of 30 cents a bushel for

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis and Secretary of 
Labor Schwellenbach talked for 


15 minutes with President Truman 
today on the soft coal strike, but 
the White House said the conver- 
sation had “no conclusive result.” 

Schwellenbach told reporters 
that a resumption of joint confer- 
ences between the United Mine 
Workers’ president and the mine 
operators could not be arranged 
before Tuesday at the earliest. 

“And that’s not definite, either,” 
Schwellenbach added. 

Schwellenbach said he planned 
to confer later in the day with 
Ezra van Horn, chairman of the 
joint operators negotiating com- 
mittee. He said he would let re- 
porters know the outcome of that 
meeting,

that Lewis had come to the White 
House at the request of Schwellen- 
bach, who arranged the confer- 
ence with the President. 

Schwellenbach picked up Lewis 
in his car at the UMW office and 
drove him to the White House for 
the meeting occasioned by the 
stalemated negotiation in the 20- 
day soft coal walkout.

WASHINGTON, April 20—A St. 
Louis residence which could be 
bought in 1940 for $6000 cost $10,- 
000 last February, and one which 
would have cost $12,000 in 1940 


had’a market value of $19,200 six 
years later. 

Those figures are valid if the 
St. Louis market has followed the 
pattern of the region in which it 
is placed in a National Housing 
Agenay study made public today. 
The area is designated as the west 
north central region and includes 
Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. 

Calling this inflation, the Na- 
tional Housing Agency made pub- 
lic its tables and charts without 
any direct reference to Housing 
Administrator Wilson Wyatt's rec- 
ommendation that ceiling prices 
be established on sales of existing 
homes. The figures themselves 
constitute a powerful argument 
for such ceilings. 

Both the Senate and the House, 
however, turned down Wyatt's 
urgent plea for ceilings on exist- 
ing houses in considering the vet- 
erans’ emergency housing bill, 
now in conference after having 
been passed by each house in 
somewhat varying forms. 

Faster Rate of Increase. 

Even more alarming than the 
six-year percentage increases, 
twhich average close to 662-3 per 
cent nationally, is that the rate of 
increase has stepped up in recent 
months. Since V-J day it has 
been climbing at the rate of 3 per 
cent a month. 

Should that trend continue, by 
next February the $6000 house, at 
1940 prices, would be selling for 
more than $12,000. 

Wyatt's ceiling price proposal for 
existing homes was quite simple. 
The ceiling would be set, not by 
any government agency, but by 
the owner and the purchaser. 
What Wyatt suggested was that 
the selling price at the first sale 
after enactment of the legislation 
should become the ceiling price 
for the duration of the housing

Novack Proposes 


Suggestions on Levy. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s pro- 
posal for a city income tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent on gross 
earnings of individuals and net 


earnings of corporations will be 
subjected to amendments to pro- 
vide exemptions for lower income 
groups, several] aldermen have an- 
nounced, 

The tax is one of several reve- 
nue producing measures outlined 
Tuesday by the Mayor to the 
Board of Aldermen to meet the 
need for increasing salaries of 
municipal employes, to provide 
for a retirement system, to oper- 
ate a municipal rubbish collection 
program and to balance the city 
budget. 

Favors $20 Exemption. 

Aldermen who generally. favor 
the proposal for the income tax 
fee] that provision should be made 
to exempt lower income groups. 
Alderman Herman Novack of the 
Fifth Ward ‘said he believed any 
measure which the ways and 
means committee of the Board of 
Aldermen may draft and recom- 
mend should make the first $20 
weekly of individual earnings ex- 
empt from the tax. 

This position was also taken by 
Alderman Jasper C, Caston of the 
Sixth Ward who said that, in ad- 
dition to providing exemption for 
the lower income groups, a city 
income tax measure should also 
provide for a graduated scale of 
rates, increasing with the higher 
income brackets. 

Novack said that if the bill 
drafted by the committee does not 
provide exemption for the lower 
income groups, he would propose 
amendments from the floor to in- 
clude this exemption. 

Alderman Linton W. Peterson 
of the First Ward said he found 
that the persons who favored a 
city income tax all felt the lower 
income groups should be exempt. 
He found opinion on the proposal 
about equally divided. 

Other Suggestions. 

Other exemptions also have 
been proposed. Chairman Charles 
G. Kratovil of the aldermanic 
ways: and means committee said 
he had received several sugges- 
tions that the taxpayers be credit- 
ed on their income taxes for the 
amount of personal taxes they 
have paid, 

Other aldermen have insisted 
that their support of the measure 
is contingent upon the nemoval of 
some existing taxes, such as the 
cigarette tax and the toll charges 
for use of municipal bridge. 

The ways and means committee 
will not begin a study of the rev- 
enue proposals of the Mayor until 
after the annual appropriations 
bill hag been prepared, studied 
and enacted, Kratovil said. This 
may take another two weeks. Pub- 
lic hearings will be held before 
any of the proposed revenue bills 
are drafted, 

Other revenue proposals by the 
Mayor included a 5 per cent tax 
on admissions to amusement 
places, increased taxes on railroad 
facilities, and an increased tax 
rate on inventories of merchants 
and manufacturers. 

Few protests against the pro- 
posed income tax have been re- 
ceived in the Mayor's office. Some 
aldermen, however, say they have 
received numerous protests. 


PARALYZED VETERAN OVERPAID 
$600, MUST REFUND IT TO U.S. 


Figures It Will Take Him Four 
Years to Pay Off From 
$20-a-Month Pension. 

NEW YORK, April 20 (UP) — 
William Gaffney, 33 years old, 
paralyzed from the neck down in 
an Army tank accident two years 
ago, figured today it would take 
him just four years to pay off a 

$600 debt to the Government. 

Gaffney was overpaid last sum- 
mer when allotment checks con- 
tinued to be sent to him after his 
dependent mother had died, The 
Government disbursing office dis- 
covered its mistake after’ the 
money had already been spent, so 
now Gaffney must pay up from 
his $20-a-month pension. 


‘European Meal Day’ Suggestions 


Based on Diet in 


Hungry Capitals 


LONDON, April 20 (UP)—Amer- 
icans who are seriously contem- 
plating observance of a “Euro- 
pean meal day” or two each week, 


as suggested by President Tru- 
man, might try this quick tour 
of Europe's diet: 

Breakfast in Germany: The first 
meal of the day always was a 
pretty substantial one for the 
Germans. Here’s today’s menu— 
Ersatz coffee with skimmed milk 
but no sugar; two dry rolls, 

Lunch in Britain: Britons always 
have made almost a fetish of the 
midday repast, so today it would 
probably be two grilled sausages 
(about two thirds bread stuffing); 
mashed potatoes, mashed with a 
very thin dose of milk or butter, 
and the inevitable cabbage. One 


roll is served if specifically re- 
quested, 

In Berlin lunch would be boiled 
potatoes—one or two-—a meat ple 
made from a little cereal and sau- 
sage, plus a couple of slices of 
dried bread, 

Dinner in Paris: Suppose the 
whole day’s ration is saved for 
dinner. Here’s the menu—Nine 
grams (a gram is 1-35 of an ounce) 
of meat, 19 grams of noodles, eight 
grams of lentils, three grams of 
cheese and five grams of jam. No 
butter, because the usual monthly 
ration of 150 grams of butter and 
margarine was not distributed this 
month,

CHINESE OFFICIALS 
FLEE FROM HARBIN 
10 ESCAPE REDS 


Communists Plan to Oc- 
cupy City When Rus- 
sians Leave—Fall of 
Changchun Confirmed. 


CHUNGKING, April 20 (AP)— 
Chinese Communists announced 
today they would occupy the north- 


ern Manchurian city of Harbin 
when the Russians withdraw next 
Thursday “if a state of civil war 
still prevails” then, 

The Communists’ determination 
to follow up the success in occupy- 
ing Changchun, Manchuria’s cap- 
ital, was announced by a party 
spokesman. 

Possession of Changchun gave 
the Chinese Communists a firm 
grip on central Manchuria, and a 
Government spokesman admitted 
that the situation there was “very 
grave.” He conceded the Commu- 
nists could take Harbin without a 
struggle, as the Government has 
no troops there. 

Reports reaching Peiping said 
Government officials in Harbin 
had fled to Government-held Muk- 
den in south Manchuria by plane, 
fearing capture by Communist 
troops ringing the city. 

Harbin, 150 air miles north of 
Changchun, is the key communi- 
cations center for north Manchu- 
ria. Mukden is 325 miles south of 
Changchun. 

It was the withdrawal of Rus- 
sia’s last occupation troops from 
Changchun last Sunday midnight 
that precipitated the Communists’ 
successful onslaught on the cap- 
ital. 

The government spokesman con- 
firmed Communist reports of the 
capture of Changchun and ac- 
knowledged that Nationalist 
troops have not captured Szeping- 
kai, some 80 miles to the south, 
where Chinese Nationalist forces 
had been reported driving to the 
relief of Changchun’s defenders. 

Discussing the battle for Sze- 
pingkali, important railroad center 
about half way between Mukden 
and Changchun, he said that a

WASHINGTON, April 20 (APJ— 
Court-martial sentences sent 142 
soldiers to their deaths during the 
war years and ensuing months, a 
House military affairs sybcom- 
mittee disclosed today in recom<- 
mending an extensive overhaul of 
the Army’s system of justice. 
The group reported that in the 
period from Dec. 7, 1941, to Feb. 
22, 1946, 72 men were executed 
for murder, 51 for rape, 18 for 
murder and rape, and one for 
desertion. An additional 33,741 


have been imprisoned for lesser 
crimes, 


SERGEANT FOUND 
GUILTY BY COURT 
IN LIGHFIELD CASE 


Defendant Convicted on 
3 Counts of Assault, 
Sentenced to 6 Months’ 
Hard Labor. 


LONDON, April .20 (AP)—A 
United States Army court mar- 
tial today convicted Staff Sgt. 
James M, Jones of Muskogee, 
Okla., on three specifications 
charging simple assault on Amer- 
ican Army prisoners at the Lich- 
field detention camp and sen- 
tenced him to six months at hard 
labor. 


(The Navy, according to United 
Press, said that no death sen- 
tences were imposed on Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps or Coast Guard per- 
sonnel in the war.) 

The subcommittee’s findings on 
the Army were set forth in a 25,- 
000-word report sharply critical of 
what the subcommittee called the 
injustices, the extreme severity of 
sentences and the partiality re- 
sulting from the existing court- 
martial system. 

Report Held Up. 

The full military committee, it 
was learned today, has temporar- 
liy tabled the subcommittee’s 
report at the War De ent’'s 
request, but will consider it next 
month. Army witnesses probably 
will be heard before the full com- 
mittee takes any formal action. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Cari Durham 
(Dem.), North Carolina, made the 
following criticisms, comments 
and recommendations in the 
course of its report: 

“The court-martial system ia 
regarded by most professional 
officers as a means of enforcing 
discipline ... (but) discipline... 
must not be named ag cloak to 
cover arbitrariness and injustice.” 

“There is a widespread belief 
among intelligent soldiers that... 


In addition to the six-month 
term, Jones was ordered to for- 
feit $18 a month of his Army pay 
during the period of his confine- 
ment. 

The verdict acquitted Jones, 
who was a guard at Lichfield, on 


five charges of simple assault and 
assault with intent to do bodily 


harm, : 

The finding of the six-man 
court was announced after two 
and a half hours’ deliberation by 
its president, Maj. Anthony Horn 
of Logansport, Ind. 

The court recommended 
ency and announced that Jones 
would not be confined pending re- 
view of his case by Col. Claude 
M. Thiele, commanding officer of 
the London area office. 

Jones is the second of the Lich- 
field defendants to be tried. The 
first man brought to trial, 
Judson H. Smith of Cumberland 
Ky., was convicted and sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment and 
dishonorable discharge. Smith's 
case also is awaiting review. 

Jones had told the court that 
prisoners marked with bruises 
from beatings by the guards were 
concealed whenever Army inspec- 
tors visited the camp. 

Concluding his testimony, Jones 
acknowledged: he hit

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MEXICO LINES UP

NEW YORK, April 20 (AP)— 
The United Nations Security 
Council begins its second month 
of deliberations next week with 
the prospect that Russia’s demand 
for dismissal of the Iranian case 
will be rejected and that an in- 
vestigation of Franco Spain will 
. be voted. 

An Australian proposal for ap- 
pointment of a five-member sub- 
committee to conduct a four-week 
investigation of the Franco gov- 
ernment inside Spain gained sup- 
port, with Poland, author of the 
charges against Spain, reported 
ready to back such an inquiry. 

In Washington, Foreign Minis- 
ter Francisco Castillo Najera of 
Mexico said his country’s delega- 
tion would vote for Australia’s 
proposal, which he called “a good 
compromise.” Mexico, Russia and 
France were the nations Polish 
Delegate Oscar Lange had an- 
nounced earlier in the week had 
lined up with Poland for a collec- 
tive break with Franco. 

Approval of the Australian pro- 
posal would sidetrack Poland's 
demand for the break. The inves- 
tigation subcommittee would re- 
port back May 17 with the fullest 
possible documentation. 

Iran Issue First on Agenda. 

The Iranian issue will be called 
up first when.the Council meets 
Tuesday afternoon to review a 
report from its Committee of Ex- 
perts on Procedure, who have in- 
formed the Council they are spit, 
8 to 3, over the Iranian case on 
lines identical with those around 
the Council] table.

the matter on the agenda pending 
re-examination on May 6 of the 
status of Red army evacuations 
from Iran. 
' When Lie, in an _ unsolicited 
memorandum last Tuesday, sug- 
gested that the Council “may well 
be” unable legally to retain the 
Iranian case, the 11 experts from 
the nations represented on the 
Council were consulted. Their re- 
port now apparently will have the 
effect of a majority recommenda- 
tion of the Council.

HOOVER TEXT: 'WECAN PULL THE WORLD THROUGH" 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the tert of for- 
mer President Herbert Hoo- 
ver’s address as _ broadcast 

from Cairo last night: 

To this great radio audience: 
I propose to report to you from 
Cairo upon the world food crisis 
and our recommendations for its 
solution, 

We have now surveyed the food 
problem in 17 nations to deter- 
mine the minimum amount  re-

5—A reduction in the wheat 
inventories of millers and food 
manufacturers to not more than 
21 days. 

LaGuardia appealed “desperate- 
ly” to farmers to supply the 
needed wheat quickly for ship- 
ment to lands where “people are 
dying.” 

Hoover Urges War Measures. 

Former President Hoover, rec- 
ommending an export target of 
1,100,000 tons of wheat monthly, 
recommended that the Govern- 
ment resort to wartime measures 
providing for mandatory set-asides 
of food. 

Hoover reported on the dire 
food situation he has found in 
Europe and the Middle East on 
his survey inspection trip under- 
taken at Truman’s request. Hoo- 
ver is honorary chairman of the 
Famine Emergency Committee. 

Hoover said: “There are over 
170,000,000 people, largely in towns 
and cities (on the European con- 
tinent); of whom perhaps less 
than 10 per cent can support 
themselves from black markets 
and country relatives. The re- 
mainder of 150,000,000, mostly the 
lower-income groups, must have 
overseas supplies during the next 
four months if widespread famine 
is to be prevented. 

“Mortality among children un- 
der 2 is already over 25 per cent 
per annum in many cities.” 

Calls on Other Nations. 

The United States, he said, will 
have to shoulder a big part of the 
load in providing relief supplies, 
but he called on Britain, Russia 
and Latin American nations to do 
their full share. 

He termed the crisis’ unique 
because it has a “definite term- 
inal date—the arrival of the next 
harvest.” 

“If every source of supplies will 
do its utmost,” he continued, “we 
can pull the world through this 
most dangerous crisis. ... 

“The burden will be heavy upon 


quired to sustain life. We have 
indirectly established the position 
of four other nations. It has been 
possible to arrive quickly at suf- 
ficiently accurate conclusions 
through the advance work of my 
able colleagues, the representa- 
tives of our Government and the 
officials in the various nations we 
have listed. 

The dimensions of this Euro- 
pean part of the world food 
crisis can be quickly summed 
up There are about 300,000,000 
people on the _ continent ‘ of 
Europe from the Russian fron- 
tier to the English Channel. A 
few small countries on the con- 
tinent comprised of about 40,- 
000,000 people have enough food 
to last them until the next 
harvest. Of the other nations 
about one third of the remainder 
are able largely to feed them- 
selves. Thus there are over 
170,000,000 people remaining, 
mostly in towns and cities, of 
whom perhaps less than 10 per 
cent can support themselves 
from black markets and from 
their country relatives. 

The final remainder of about 
150,000,000 are mostly the lower- 
income groups and must have 
overseas supplies during the 
next four months if widespread 
famine is to be prevented. 

Hunger has placed _ three 
words every hour of the day on 
the tongues of these 150,000,000 
people, The first is bread. 
Bread has a reality as the sym- 
bol of life as never before in 
history. It is now the symbol of 
life of nations themselves. To 
reduce the bread ration has be- 
come the symbol of calamity. 

The second word is fats, for 
which there is an- ingatiable 
craving when in physical need. 

The third word is calories. 
That is the common denomina- 
tor. Calories are only a part of 
yardstick of food byt that word 
has become everywhere the grim 
measure, of the steps along the 
road from plenty to hunger and 
thence to starvation. 


Europe hag become a vast, in- 
voluntary experimental laboratory 
as to the different levels of calo- 
ries which a population can stand 
in their rations. And do not for- 
get that the caloric level of Amer- 
ion is an average of about 3200 
per person per day. Britain has 
about 2800, but experts say that 
an average level of 2200 calories 
is the minimum at which public 
health and progress can be main- 
tained in a nation. There are 13 
countries where the city popula- 
tions have an average intake of 
less than 1900 calories. And of 
these, six countries of about 100,- 
000,000 people are below a 1500- 
calory level. There are millions 
of people below 1000 calories. 


Somewhere down these vari- 
ous levels starvation begins and 
its immediate expression is the 
disease rate in children and in 
death rates of infants and of old 
people. 

In making our estimates of food 
which must be imported to the 
continental countries from over- 
seas, we have used the grim and 
dangerous base of about 1500 cal- 
ories, with less for children and 
more far heavy workers. In this 
figure of 1500 we have included 
the domestic as well as the im- 
ported supplies and the unrationed 
foods. At this level we believe 
most of the adults can come 
through the short period of four 
months until the next harvest. 
They will no doubt be weakened 
morally and physically. They will 
become susceptible to disease. 
Many of the children and the aged 
will fall by the wayside. 

To provide this very mini- 
mum until the next harvest 
there must be loaded on ships 
for the continent of Europe 
during the next four months,

We cannot doubt that 
at this moment many people in 
the famine-stricken homes of 
Europe and Asia are dying of 
hunger.

Now we can- 
not ignore the cry of hungry chil- 
dren. Surely we will not turn our 
backs on the millions of human 
beings begging for just a crust of 
bread. The warm heart of Amer- 
ica wilk respond to the greatest 
threat of mass starvation in the 
history of mankind. 

We would not be Americans if 
we did not wish to share our 
comparative plenty with suffering 
people. I am sure I speak for 
every American when I say that 
the United States is determined 
to do everything in its power to 
relieve the famine of half the 
world.

These are the 
most essential weapons at our 
disposal to fight famine abroad. 
Every slice of bread, every ounce 
of fat and oil saved by your vol- 
untary sacrifice, will help keep 
starving people alive, By our com- 
bined effort, we will reduce star- 
vation and, with God’s help, we 
will avert the worst of this plague 
of famine that follows in the wake 
of war. I ask every American now 
to pledge himself to share. 

The time for talk has passed. 
The time for action is here, 


from the first of April to the 

end of July, a total of at least 

5,300,000 tons of cereals, 300,000 

tons of fats and an additional 

100,000 tons of special food ur- 

gently needed to restore sub- 
normal children. 

A few days ago I stated as a 
rough estimate that there were 
20,000,000 subnormal or diseased 
children on the continent. My 
able and esteemed colleague 
who had gone to the bottom of 
this single problem in our trip 
through Europe insists that my 
estimate was too low. He points 
out that there are 11,000,000 
orphans and half-orphans alone. 
He also points out that the mor- 
tality among children under two 
years of age is already over 250 
in a thousand. 

The reconstruction of the chil- 
dren is more precious than fac- 
tories and bridges. For children 
will determine the good or evil 
future of Europe ‘ 

The food suppjied by UNRRA 
to the nations they serve has been 
an untold blessing. For various 
reasons, however, they do not 
cover more than 25 per cent of 
the total food problem of the con- 
tinent. UNRRA also has recently 
had wholly inadequate supplies. 

11. Million Tons Needed. 

But Europe is not the only 
claimant of the world’s food. Of 
cereals alone the British want 
1,500,000 tons shipped to them in 
these four months. South Africa 
is demanding supplies. There are 
Latin American countries which 
import large amounts of bread- 
stuffs. And although we have not 
yet examined the situation in 
India, we know avery large 
amount of cereals is needed there 
also. And after the most drastic 
scaling down, as closely as we can 
give a tentative estimate now, the 
total requirements of cereals alone 
for Europe and Asia during the 
next four months is a minimum of 
about 11,000,000 tons. And in addi- 
tion as much fats as can be had. 

As against this need the grave 
fact is that in normal commer- 
cial supplies there are not much 
over 6,000,000 tons available, The 
problem before us, if we would 


preserve millions of lives, is to 
make up this gap of 5,000,000 


tons of cereals. I believe this 
could be done by self-denial and 

co-operation of the people of the 

better supplied nations of the 
world. 

There are seven substantial 
sources where these supplies can 
possibly come from. They are 
Canada, the United States, Great 
Britain, the Argentine, Russia, 
Australia and Siam. And to lower 
this 5,000,000-ton gap between sup- 
ply and the minimum needed to 
save these lives I have six sug- 
gestions. And let me say that 
these proposals are my personal 
views. I shall state them bluntly, 
as the gravity of the situation re- 
quires. If there are criticisms of 
these suggestions they should be 
directed at me alone, Truly I 
have had some experience in these 
matters, and it is my duty to ex- 
haust every possibility of saving 
these people. And this, as I stated, 
is the only way by which millions 
of lives can be saved. 

His Six Suggestions. 

My suggestions: 

FIRST. Our Government has 
asked our people to voluntarily 
reduce their consumption of wheat 
products by 40 per cent and fats 
by 20 per cent. My proposal is 
that our Government do as they 
did during the war, and acquire 
enough of our wheat and its prod- 
ucts to assure an export to the 
famine areas of an average of 
1,100,000 tons per month during the 
months of April, May, June and 
July. This will effectively back 
up those consumers who are sup- 
porting the starving in Europe. 
It will make the conservation cam- 
paign effective beyond any doubt. 
And we need similar actions as 
to fats. In making these sacri- 
fices of bread and fats the Ameri- 
can people have a right to expect 
other nations also to co-operate to 


the full. 

SECOND. By the American pro- 
gram which I’ve stated, the Amer- 
ican consumption of wheat prod- 


But I propose that all nations in 
Europe who now exceed a cereal 
ration equal to 300 grams of bread 
per person per day should reduce 
it to 300 grams. This would, I 
know, be a burden on such coun- 
tries as Britain and Holland and 
Denmark and Yugoslavia. 

THIRD. I suggest to the British 
that as they are carrying about 
1,000,000 tons of breadstuff in their 
reserve stocks, instead of one half 
of this amount as before the war, 
that they could now release 500,000 
tons to the starving. 

Latin American Aid. 

FOURTH. My next suggestion 
is to the Latin American states. 
The largest part of the Argentine 
exports are going to Chile and 
Brazil and other neighboring 
countries. Other Latin American 


d|states such as Cuba and Mexico 


are drawing large amounts of 
wheat and flour from the United 
States and Canada. If the United 
States, Canada and the Argentine 
would cut these exports down by 
40 per cent during the next four 
months and if these Latin Ameri- 
can states will co-operate by ac- 
cepting this reduction, it would 
furnish a most valuable assistance. 
Their sacrifice would be no great- 
er than we are asking from the 
people of the United States. And 
it would be a translation into ac- 
tion of the eloquent appeal of His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XII, of a few 
days ago. 

FIFTH. My next proposal is in 
respect to Russia. At the request 
of the Soviet Government I organ- 
ized and directed the relief of the 
great Russian famine of 1922-23. 
America at that time made a gift 
of over 3,000,000 tons of food, and 
we overcame that famine. The 
Soviet Government expressed its 
warm appreciation to myself and 
to the American people, I learned 
at that time of the willing sacri- 
fice which millions of Russians 
made for their more helpless 
neighbors. 

I know so well the suffering of 
her people during the war. I am 
advised, however, that their food 
situation is somewhat improved 
since the war. She has been able 
to make available a generous sup- 
ply of about 75,000 tons of grain 
per month to France. If her con- 
tribution to the general pool ceuld 
be raised to 300,000 or 400,000 tons 
per month for each of the four 
months of the crisis it would be a 
great human service. By these 
methods over 90 per cent of the 
gap between supply and the mini- 
mum needs of the famine areas 
could be met. 

Priority to Smaller Nations. 

AND SIXTH. I suggest that a 
priority in food be given to the 
smaller liberated nations. They 
have suffered most. Their domes- 
tic resources are more limited 
than others. But they comprise 
only 15 per cent of the whole 
European problem. 

If these proposals were adopted 
the United States will be supply- 
ing to the famine areas about 44 
per cent. Australia and ~ Siam 
about 10 per cent. The Argentine, 
through co-operation with other 
states, say 6 or 7 per cent, and 
Russia about 12 per cent. 

The burden will be heavy on the 
American people, but we cannot 
do more than this. Europe and 
other countries must look to other 
sources for the balance of their 
food. This present world crisis is 
unique amongst al] crises of his- 
tory, for this crisis has a definite 
terminal date. That date is the 
arrival of the next harvest, It is 
therefore a short pull. 

If every source of supply were 
scraped to the bottom of the bar- 
rel we can pull the world through 
this most dangerous crisis, and 
the saving of these human lives 
is far more than an economic 
ceo ge to the recovery of the 
world. It is more even than the 
path to order and to stability and 
to peace, Such action marks the 
return of the lamp of compassion 
to the world. And that is part of 
the moral and spiritual recon- 
struction of the earth.

GRAIN BONUS PLAN 
GAMBLE’ HINGES 
UN SO-CENT OFFER 


Question of Whether It 
Will Be More Profit- 
able to Sell Products or 
Use It as Feed. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (UP)— 
Government farm experts conced- 
ed today that the Administration's 

rain bonus plan was a gamble in 
which the lives of millions of Eu- 
ropeans and Asiatics may be at 
stake, 


The payoff, they said, will be 
whether the 30-cent-a-bushel bonus 
0.. Wheat and corn delivered im- 
mediately is enough to make it 


more profitable to sell corn to the 
Government than feed it to live- 
stock. 

If the offer is attractive enough 
the Government expects to find it- 
self the owner by May 25 of all 
but about 30,000,000 bushels of the 
204,000,000 bushels of grain esti- 
mated to be on farms on April 1. 
The 30,000,000 bushels is a normal 
carryover. 

Department of Agriculture spe- 
clalists claimed it would take only 
a slight increase in corn prices to 
tip the scales in favor of selling 
grain for human consumption. 


Black Market Factor. 


Some persons contend that the 
department’s figures are not a 
true index, however, because of 
th: black market. They said the 
larger prices received on the black 
market make it more profitable 
to feed grain to livestock than the 
Government will admit. 

Under the order, farmers can 
turn their grain over to the Gov- 
ernment by May 25. They then 
can select any date between the 
delivery date and next June 15 for 
payment, They will receive the 
then market price plus the 30- 
cent-a-bushel bonus. 

If they fail to stipulate a pay- 
ment date, however, they will not 
get the bonus. They merely will 
receive the prevailing price on last 
March 31. That was the payment 
date set under the Government's 
original wheat certificate plan. 


Plans On Corn, 


The Government said it would 
buy up to 650,000,000 bushels of 
corn under the bonus plan. The 
price will be pé&ged at the mar- 
ket rate on the delivery date. Corn 
will be purchased by the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation through 
normal trade channels, 

In addition, the Department of 
Agriculture will buy an unlimited 
amount of oatmeal and whole oats 
from United States millers for re- 
lief purposes. Needy countries 
will mix the oats and meal with 
their slim wheat supplies to 
stretch them as far as possible. 

The department believed 
grain bonus particularly would dis- 
courage the feeding ‘of heavier 
weights of hogs. Since it takes 
more feed to add poundage to 
heavier animals, the margin of 
profit becomes smaller and there 
is more incentive to sell grain for 
human consumption.

Anderson said the Government’s 
six-point program for increasing 


famine relief supplies was born 
“of dire necessity.” 

“These measures,” he empha- 
sized, “are not a substitute for 
voluntary conservation efforts. We 
must do still more.” 

Anderson disclosed that the 
Government program hag been 
adopted after consultations with 
the governments of Canada and 
Great Britain. During the consul- 
tations, he said, it was indicated 
those countries will co-operate 
with the United States toward the 
“two common objectives of in- 
creasing total relief shipments of 
grain and giving priority to areas 
abroad most urgently in need of 
special aid.”

FRENCH CONSTITUTION DRAFT 
APPROVED, BUT LEAVES SPLIT 


New Cabinet Crisis Threatened by Assem- 


bly’s Adoption, 309 to 249, After Bitter 


Leftist-Rightist Fight. 


By JOSEPH DYNAN 
PARIS, April 20 (AP) — The 
French Cabinet was threatened 
with a new crisis today following 
approval by the Constituent As- 
sembly last night of a new leftist- 
sponsored constitution which 


would establish a powerful one 
chamber parliament. 

The constitution for the Fourth 
Republic was adopted by a vote 
of 309 to 249, over the objection 
of rightist parties, including the 
strong MRP (Popular Republican 
Movement) and the Radical-So- 
clalists. It will be submitted to 
the electorate at a national ref- 
erendum May 5. 

Observers said the assembly's 
action was almost certain to re- 
sult in a bitter campaign over 
France’s organic law, They said 
it might split the coalition gov- 
ernment at a Cabinet meeting 
next Wednesday, when President 
Felix Gouin will ask his ministers 
to indorse the constitution. 

Bidault May Step Down. 

Some sources predicted that 
Gouin's request might lead to the 
resignation of Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault and other rightist 
members of the Cabinet, now com- 
posed of Communists, Socialists 
and members of MRP. A possible 
crisis was avoided earlier in the 
week when the Cabinet announced 
it would not take an official posi- 
tion on the constitution until aft- 
er assembly action. 

The assembly, which was elect- 
ed last October for the specific 
job of drafting a constitution, ap- 
proved the final draft after a se- 
ries of compromises had failed to 


cialist bloc, which supported the 
new document, or the rightists. 
Twenty-eight deputies abstained 
from voting. 

President Gouin, a Socialist, 
took the floor shortly before ad- 
journment and urged ratification 
of the constitution. 

Herriot Opposes Adoption, 

Both Francois de Menthon, 
floor leader of the MRP, and 
Edouard Herriot, Radical-Social- 
ist leader, declared earlier that 
the deputies of their parties would 
oppose the constitution. 

The rightists asserted that the 
proposed constitution granted ex- 
cessive power to the single-house 
parliament. They insisted on a 
stronger chief executive, a second 
legislative chamber and a dupreme 
court with powers comparable to 
those of the United States court. 
The MRP, reflecting the views of 
former President Charles de 
Gaulle, said a system of checks 
and balances was needed to avoid 
dictatorship, 

The leftist, however, asserted 
that unchecked power for the sin- 
gle legislative body guaranteed 
democracy. 

The new constitution, replacing 
that of 1875, has a lengthy decla- 
ration of the rights of man. Much 
of the declaration was taken from 
the revolutionary constitution of 
1789, and the American Bill of 
Rights and Declaration of Inde 
pendence. 

The constitution gives women 
full equality before the law. Al 
though there is a guarantee for 
freedom of thought, conscience 
and expression, a specific provi- 
sion for freedom of the press was

BILL INCREASING INCOME TAX 
EXEMPTIONS IN STATE SIGNED

JEFFERSON CITY, April 20— 
Personal exemptions from state 
income tax were increased in a 
measure signed late yesterday by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 

The exemption for an individ- 
ual is increased from $1000 to 
$1200 and for the head of a fam- 
ily or a married man living with 
his wife from $2000 to $2400. The 
exemption allowed for each de- 
pendent was increased from $200 
to $400. 

It was estimated when the bill 
was before the Legislature that 
the increased exemptions would 
reduce the state income tax col- 
lections about $1,100,000 yearly.

A Social Worker’s Defense 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mrs. Eugene Meyer dips a wicked pen 
in. her anti-social-work article, “Judg- 
ment on the Good Samaritan.” At first 
we are inclined to say, “Oh pish!” and 
reach for a mystery thriller. But bitter 
medicine, even when prescribed by a 
bilious physician, may help the patient. 

With a red face, I confess to being 
one of Mrs. Meyer’s inept and ineffec- 
tive public social workers. Yet I must 
feebly insist that my work has some 
small merit and that neither I nor my 
thousands of fellow social workers should 
be purged out of existence. 

We will not yield, even to Mrs. Meyer, 
in our feeling that in many respects we 
have failed lamentably and that results 
compared to opportunities fall pretty 
flat. Alas, we are not alone! -‘Some- 
times when-the spirit of defeat becomes 
unbearable, we think longingly of hara- 
kiri, only to meet a doctor, lawyer, busi- 
ness man or even a publisher, where- 
upon, after listening to his confessional, 
we throw away our snickersnee and 
buck the world once more, 

Is it.true that we social workers are 
“hated” by the people among whom we 
work? Is it hatred which prompts our 
neighbor folk to invite us to greet the 
new arrival, to “give away” the bride 
in the absence of a parent, to “please 
hurry and get a doctor, mother is sick,” 
to help bury their dead? Is it hatred 
which brings boys and girls to our desks 
with the poignant problems of youth, or 
troubled parents with burdens “just too 
great to bear alone”? 

Are we to believe that adolescents 
and adults come to our buildings to 
participate in activities which they 
themselves have planned because they 
“hate” us? Does the case worker s0 
endear herself to her families that they 
respond with hatred because she uses a 
“technique” which works? Are the 
thousands of Boy and Girl Scout lead- 
ers and the “Y” social workers so fearful 
of this hatred that they go about armed 
to the teeth? 

Surely Mrs. Meyer must know that 
boards of directors are slowly but surely 
electing to full board responsibility an 
increasing number of the people actual- 
ly served by their agencies. And we 
must insist that for the past 40 years 
the emphasis has been not to work FOR 
people, but THROUGH and WITH them. 
Hundreds of thousands of clubs in 
every section of the country function 
because the boys and girls themselves 
initiate their plans and carry them out 
with, perhaps, the quiet guidance of a 
“hated” gocial worker—professional or 
lay. 

It must be apparent that the failures 
of social work, public and private, are 
bafflingly meshed with the failure of 
society itself—economic, political and 
social forces far beyond the contro] of 
a handful®of “hated” social workers. 
The “misery, disease and crime” of 
which Mrs. Meyer writes result not only 
from the doddering ineptitude of the 
worm-like social workers, who are the 
“rich man’s device for easing his con- 
science,” but from causes deeply rooted 
in the fabric of our social structure. 

Surely we are not mere spectators. 
Surely there is some attempt to cut 
away the causes which produce the 
misery, crime, disease and all their con- 
comitants. 

We would have been happier with 
Mrs. Meyer’s criticism had it been more 
restrained, factual and constructive. 
“'Tis easy to destroy, but give me one 
who can build.”

Enough of Greek Tragedy 


Greece is a focal point in the major con- 
test between Russia, intent upon extending 
her sway over the Near East and the East- 
ern Mediterranean, and Great Britain, equal- 
ly intent upon preserving intact her Medi- 
terranean /life-line to the East.—Sumner 
Welles, former Under Secretary of State. 


Two years ago this month a mutiny occurred 
in the Greek Army and Navy at Alexandria, 
Egypt. War censorship kept public mention of 
this event to a minimum; much concerning it 
still is obscure. It is certain, however, that the 
Greek left wing precipitated the mutiny, if it was 
not in fact Communist-inspired. The outbreak 
frustrated a British-led attempt to recapture at 
least a part of Greece from the German army 
of occupation, 

Greek Communists who participated in the 
mutiny disclaimed working “under orders from 
Moscow.” It was, they said, their own idea to 
prevent the British from staking a further claim 
to control over Greece. 

British interest in Greece, at the same time, 
was no secret in the Middle East. Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard Paget, until recently the British command- 
er in the Middle East, stated plainly that the war 
had proved Malta and Cyprus to be ineffective 
guardians of the Eastern Mediterranean. New 
bases were needed, by this British view, partic- 
ularly in the Aegean. 

This simple necessity for constructing new 
guards for the British life-line through the East- 
ern Mediterranean can explain subsequent Brit- 
ish participation in Greek affairs, including the 
heavy-handed military operations against Greeks 
in Athens, in December, 1944. Formation of a 
Greek Royalist Cabinet this week emphasizes 
that the elections last month constituted another 
British move to consolidate hegemony over 
Greece. The Greek Crown, in short, is an in- 
strument of British Foreign Office policy. 
~ Russia’s opposition to the Greek elections, 
moreover, was an expression of opposition to 
the British policy. By the fact that the Greek 
Left organized a partly effective boycott of the 
elections, one must conclude that the Left in 
Greece is working with Soviet foreign policy in 
an attempt to prevent consolidation of British 
influence. Whatever was said at Teheran about 
Russia allowing Britain a free hand in Greece 
must be judged against subsequent events. 

For instance, one may watch with all care the 
eagerness with which Russia presses her claims 
to the strategic Dodecanese islands. Meanwhile, 
it is not necessary merely to sit back while 
Greece remains the confused pawn of greater 
powers. As a beginning, the Council of Foreign 
Ministers should award the Dodecanese to Greece, 
to be fortified by neither Britain nor Russia. 

Beyond this, following President Truman’s 
“universal foreign policy,” American delegates 
to the United Nations should at the earliest op- 
portunity press for a rational approach to the 
whole question of the Middle East. 

The United States’ concern in the Middle East 
is primarily economic: oil, airlines and shipping. 
American interests, however, should be subject 
to the same processes of adjustment by the UN 
as the interests of Britain and Russia. The 
ruthless men hired by American commercial in- 
terests have been more adept at obtaining con- 
cessions in the Middle East than at securing 
world peace. 

During the war, by way of contrast, Harvard’s 
law dean, James M. Landis, was sent to Cairo 
as American Director of Economic Operations 
in the Middle East. There, on the operational 
level, Landis found himself able to meet and 
solve many perplexing issues involving not only 
Britain, America and the Middle East, but Rus- 
sia as well, 

This is the level on which a basis for the 
solution of present conflicts in the Middle East 
is to be found. A new economic-diplomatic mis- 
sion, this time including Russian as well as 
American and British participation, should be 
set up by the UN to work out operational com- 
promises of economic and strategic interests. 
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CIO Support for Atom Control 

Philip Murray functions as a statesman, not 
merely as a labor leader, when he calls on: the 
CIO’s 5,000,000 or more members to support the 
State Department plan for international control 
of atomic energy, as developed by the consul- 
tants whose chairman was David Lilienthal. Or- 
dinary labor problems fade to unimportance 
when compared to the threat of atomic war, 
which may come if world control of the devas- 
tating force is not achieved. The support of 
every CIO member and officer will mean much 
in swelling the demonstration of public opinion 
essential for carrying out the consultants’ bril- 
liant plan. 

Several other organizations have also indorsed 
the proposal, and the support of many more is 
desirable as a stimulus to early and favorable 
action. If the statesmen are told unmistakably 
what the people want, the prospects for achieve- 
ment will be materially increased. 
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A Tax on City Water 


When this newspaper argued more than a year 
ago for a clean separation of water service ac- 
counting from other city business, it was with 
the knowledge that the service would have to 
bear charges from which it is now free. . Now 
that the principle of separation is accepted, it 
is perfectly logical that the service pay the 5 
per cent receipts tax levied against other utili- 
ties. Indeed, if impartial examination should 
disclose any residue of taxpayers’ contributions 
invested in the system (we understand it prob- 
ably would not), the city should also be allowed 
annual interest on that amount at a reasonable 
rate. 

However, the principle works both ways. If 
water service is taxed like any other utility, it 
should be permitted to bill the city for services 
rendered, at rates which recover the direct ex- 
penses involved plus a reasonable apportionment 
of the general system overhead cost. Let us 
hope, in spite of the acute present need to maxi- 
mize city income and minimize outgo, that Mayor 
and Aldermen are of a like mind. Otherwise 
the city will presently be milking the water- 
rate payer—the only very good cure for which 
would be to put the water system under a board 
of trustees with a marked degree of independ- 
ence from City Hall. 

Another proposition which cannot be too often 
repeated is that the water system should be in- 
ventoried and valued by some reasonable mtthod 
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and that the fixed capital and depreciation ac- 
counting should thereafter be kept up to date. 
Until that is done, despite the imminent desir- 
able separation of accounting, there will still be 
no way to know whether rates are too high or 
too low. 
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A Glance at the Shambles 


1. On the final price control roll call, said 
Commentator Kaltenborn, “four times as many 
Republicans as House Democrats voted to back 
the Administration” —that is, against the bill. 
Mr. Kaltenborn was misled. The 355 members 
who finally voted for the bill included (a) those 
who thought a crippled bill better than none 
and (b) most of those who had helped cripple it 
but wanted Mr. Kaltenborn and their constitu- 
ents to overlook that fact. Similarly, the 42 
who opposed the final bill may conceivably have 
included not only the all-out opponents of price 
control but also a few who thought no bill was 
better than the maimed carcass. The meaning- 
ful votes, then, were the seven earlier roll calls 
on the maiming amendments, in which— 

Missouri Democrats Bell and Slaughter 

oined the killers five times; Cannon, four; 

immerman, three; Carnahan, once. All 

Missouri Republicans—Schwabe, Cole, Ben- 

nett, Short, Ploeser, Arnold—obeyed the in- 

flationists on every vote, as did also the 
downstate Illinois Republicans. 

Sullivan voted on every occasion to main- 
tain OPA’s powers, as also did Price and 
Douglas of Illinois. Unable because of illness 
to be present, Cochran paired himself against 
the crippling amendments. 

2. Apart from the ysefulness that voters will 
find in it, the tabulation reveals that the anti- 
OPA coalition includes, on parts of the issue 
where certain members had special-interest 
axes to grind, some non-Southern Democrats. It 
also indicates, of course, the nearly universal 
blind oppositionism of the Republicans, the men 
who expect to “capture” the House in November. 

3. Congressman Hartley, leader of the formal 
coalition, had warned against excesses. After the 
vote, Lew Hahn, dry goods lobbyist, admitted 
“the House has in some respects gone too far.” 
Beth Hartley and Hahn, however, laid the House's 
destructiveness to the “fanaticism” and “arbi- 
trary stubbornness” of Mr, Bowles and OPA. Al- 
ready, thus, the attempt to shift the blame to the 
Administration begins. 

4. The Senate may pass a much better Dill 
in spite of its Cotton Elmer Thomases. Senators 
need to know beyond misunderstanding, how- 
ever, that the people demand a good bill. And 
since even a perfect Senate bill would require 
House acceptance, it is urgent that the fear of 
forced retirement be used to cut the House anti- 
OPA forces from a majority to a minority. 

5. Meanwhile, watch for a really big-scale 
hoarding of goods waiting for July 1 and higher 
prices, Watch nylons, suits, shirts, building ma- 
terials, household appliances and other articles 
disappear. Watch for an even tighter refusal 
by farmers to sell grain. 

Yes, the House has not only voted for infla- 
tion and suffering in America. It has also de- 
creed an immediate acceleration of starvation 


elsewhere. 
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Two If by Sea 


Boston substituted electric lights for lanterns 
in the belfry of Old North Church for the cele- 
bration this year of the anniversary of Paul 
Revere’s ride, on the theory that it’s safer to 
use electricity. 

The danger of fire was the least of Revere’s 
worries in the days when he was riding around 
the countryside at night on political errands. 
That, however, was 171 years ago. Times change 
and arteries harden, 

As a matter of fact, Revere himself, before 
he died at the age of 83, had become thoroughly 
respectable and cautious, the prosperous foun- 
der of the Revere Copper & Brass Works, and 
the solid citizen who sat on civic committees in 
Boston. The substitution of electric lights at 
Old North Church is a violation of the Revere 
tradition only if you specify which Revere tra- 
dition you mean. 
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Skirts and Sunspots 

“Ts it true,” asks an AP item about the Gov- 
ernment’s ponderings whether to allow one inch 
more in skirts, “that when they are high, we 
are prosperous; when they are down, so is the 
country?” The writer was kidding, but we 
aren't. 

Skirts, we think, are a rather more likely the- 
ory than the alternative offered by the gray- 
beards who lay boom and depression to the rise 
and fall of forces associated with sunspot cycles. 
Such electromagnetic influence, if it works at 
all, is in some subtle way beyond detection. But 
an inch more or less can bring out, conceal or 
spoil the nicety of a lady’s lineaments; it obvi- 
ously has a direct, visible and, yes, magnetic 
influence in the eye of man. 

As we have said before, the rage for girls- 
will-simply-be-boys apparel about 1927 undoubt- 
edly so took the relish out of life that it opened 
the way for depression, Hitler and war. It fol-

Walt Whitman’s Message for Today

More and more frequently Walt Whitman 
is being quoted as though he were our con- 
temporary, rather than a poet whose first 
volume appeared 90 years ago. The repeat- 
ed use of Whitman poems, music, ideas and 
techniques in building morale during the 
war years recalls his boast concerning the 
great poet: 


In war he is the best backer of the 
war, he fetches artillery as good as the 
engineer's, he can make every word he 
speaks draw blood, 


Whitman should be of even greater in- 
spiration in times of peace. This contem- 
porary quality in his verse is due to the 
fact that profound ideas are relatively 
timeless and to the further fact that he 
addressed himself, not to the limitations 
of his nineteenth century audience, but 
rather to the future. 


Thus, at the end of the Civil War, he 
wrote a poem, “Years of the Modern,” in 
which he certainly predicted the World 
War; but though he may have composed 
the poem in a kind of trance (as the poem 
itself suggests), his prediction was nothing 
more than the logical and courageous ap- 
plication of the principles at issue in the 
war between the states to a war between 
the nations. 


Vision of World Unity 


As the Union could not survive half slave 
and half free, so the world, he thought, 
would ultimately have to accept a single 
atandard of values, a single attitude toward 
the individual life, or else remain in con- 
flict with itself, 


In such a world conflict, Whitman, be- 
ing a genuine democrat, believed the re- 
sult would be the same as that in the Civil 
War. The principle which places human 
rights above property rights, the individual 
above the state, would finally dominate the 
world, not because we, as a “messiah” na- 
tion, would excel in propaganda, but sim- 
ply because men would rise more readily 
and more heroically to its defense. 


The detonation of an atomic bomb over 
Hiroshima, perhaps more than any other 
scientific demonstration, has presented dra- 
matic alternatives to the mind of man. So 
sharply is the issue drawn that not only 
scientists and philosophers but also military 
men and statesmen are in almost complete 
agreement in stating its terms: spiritual 
construction or physical destruction, each 
on a scale until recently undreamed of. 


Ideas That Unite People 


For his part Whitman did believe that 
democracy would spread over the earth, 
but only if it were a spiritual as well as a 
political democracy. As to our becoming, 
through the exercise of force or the fear of 
force, the masters of the world, he knew 
too well from his familiarity with the his- 
tory which culminated in the Civil War 
that such masters become alaves to their 
own mastership. 


In “Democratic Vistas” he paid his re- 
spects to political liberty, not as an end in 
itself, but as a necessary condition of other 
kinds of liberty. He felt that it is the great 
ideas, not the unmastered fears, that unite 
peoples. For that reason I do not think he 
would have been particularly shocked by this 
latest achievement of laboratory science. 


Neyertheless, he would have sat down 


beneath the patient live-oak trees or be- 
side the unsatisfied sea to take a fresh 
view of his always plastic universe. The 
great poet, he said, has the function of 
steadying by his strong faith the age that 
is straying toward a belief in the omnipo- 
tence of matter and the uncontrollability 
of man’s primitive instincts. 


Lo, soul, seest thou not God’s purpose 
from the first, 

The earth to be spann’d connected by 
network, 

The races, neighbors, to marry and be 
given in marriage, 

The oceans to be cross’d, the distant 
brought near, 

The lands to be welded together. 


With the victory of democracy in the war 
just ended, even the most unemotional 
realists and the hardest-boiled statesmen 
know that propaganda must be directed 
toward the average man—that govern- 
ments, however constituted, do in fact and 
in the long run derive their power from 
the consent of those they govern. 


Corollary for the Individual 


The corollary to this traditional Ameri- 
can idea is that the individual must be in- 
formed, educated, made responsible. Never 
did Whitman rely upon statutes to hold 
men together, even within the framework 
of a single nation. “No living thing will 
so endure.” 


It was the will to union that had made 
America strong enough to meet the chal- 
lenge of disunity. And this will was not 
imposed from above. 


In the Civil War, Whitman did not sing 
of the great battles nor of the Generals 
who won them; but he was inspired by the 
sight of hundreds of thousands of young 
farm boys from the West willingly laying 
down their lives, not in support of the 
vested interests of the section in which 
they happened to dwell, but for a union 
of free men. 


The measure of Whitman’s importance as 
a guide in a time like this is his ability to 
recognize both the manifest destiny of a 
united world and the integrity and free- 
dom of the individuals who compose it. He 
saw clearly “the road to serfdom” but he 
preached “the open road.” 


Even when our own war for freedom 
was followed, not by a golden age, but by 
a. gilded one, he refused to abandon his 
faith, calmly proclaiming, “I know the am- 
plitude of time.” 


The atom bomb raises the question, Is 
there time enough for the realization of his 
evolutionary dream?

Charming Book on Hawaii

“Aloha,”” by Armine von Tempski. (Duell, Sloan & 

Pearce, New York.) 

There seems to have been a lot of mis- 
understanding of the meaning of the word 
“aloha”; heretofore it substituted, in the 
average vocabulary, for “good-by.” But now 
we learn it really means “My love to you,” 
although why it was chosen as the title for 
this particular book is not quite clear. How- 
ever, after the first few chapters of Ar- 
mine von Tempski’s colorful spellbinding, 
little things like that cease to matter. 

The book is a continuation of “Born in 
Paradise,” a best-seller of six years ago, in 
which Miss Yon Tempski told of her child- 
hood in Hawaii. She had written several 
other books at the time of her death, in 
December, 1943, and the present volume is 
the belated publication of the sequel to her 
most popular work.

Through the story of her mature years 
as the manager of a dude ranch in Hawaii, 
together with her sister and brother, her 
travels and success as an author, plus some 
intimate glimpses of heartbreak and a love 
story in her private life, there runs a de 
licious humor blended with beauty. 

The unforgettable chapter describing her 
year “titching” third grade in a local school, 
her visit to Arizona, the eruption of a great 
volcano in the islands—these are some of 
the high spots in the book. Her interpreta- 
tion of the native idiom, customs and per- 
sonalities adds to the fascination of a story 
that has everything from the spiciness of 
South Sea scenery to the Saturday night 
parties of natives making whoopee. 

Miss Von Tempski had a rare talent for 
vivid description. So intense are some pas- 
sages that it is only fair to warn prospec- 
tive readers that steamship bookings to 
the South Pacific are still on the critical 
list. 

Any way one looks at it, for her contribu- 
tion of beauty to a world filled with mis- 
trust, hunger and avaricious rapacity, the 
memory of Armine von Tempski deserves 
our heartiest “Aloha.”

WASHINGTON, April 20 (UP)—

| tionov, military editor of the Rus- 


sian newspaper Pravda, declared 


today that the only reason Russia 
is maintaining a strong army is 
to protect it from aggression. 

Galaktionov, wearing his Soviet 
army uniform, told the American 
Society of Newspaper editors that 
he was certain that the strength 
of the Red Army coincides with 
the “desires of all peace-loving 
countries.” 

“Our country and our people 
fully understand that we must 
maintain a strong Red army,” the 
general asserted, “But it must be 
strong only to protect our own 
borders.” 

At Round-Table Talk. 

Galaktionov made the state- 
ments at a round-table discussion 
held by the editors with three 
Russian newspaper men. McClel- 


lan Van der Veer of the Birming- | 


ham (Ala.) News and Age-Herald 
had asked for an expression of 
Russian sentiment and hope re- 
garding international contro] of 
armaments. 

The general recalled that Russia 
had proposed “several times” in 
the past that all nations follow 
a general disarmament policy. 

“It is the policy of the Soviet 

Union to disarm and demobilize 
as many people as quickly as pos- 
sible and give them to industry 
and agriculture where they are 
badly needed,” Galaktionov said 
through an interpreter. 
' The question of how much Rus- 
sia is able to demobilize, he ex- 
plained, depends on the amount 
of assurance that it has “that 
there will be no aggression 
against us.” 

In hig answer to Van der Veer's 
question, he recalled that Russia 
had been invaded several times 
in the last 30 years. 

“That is the only reason and our 
only motive in keeping our army 
strong,” he said. 

On Opposing Stalin. 

Robert Glass of the Lynchburg 
(Va.) News, asked the three Rus- 
sian editors if they would have 
the right in their country to advo- 
cate editorially or in the news col- 
umns of their papers the removal 
of Generalissimo Stalin. He asked 
what the “repercussions” would 
be. 
Ilya Ehrenburg, a member of 
the Izvestia staff, answered: 

“lt shall answer categorically 
‘no’ and I shall explain why. 

“Tl must say that different peo- 
ples must understand the life and 
psychology of others. We might 
accuse you that you are not stable 
—too uncertain. And you accuse 
us that we are too stable. 

“Stalin for every Russian is in 
his heart. We know that when 
the Germans were on the outskirts 
of Moscow he stayed there, He 
is dear to us because he serves 
the Russian people. I am_ glad 
that the city which bears his 
name (Stalingrad) still exists 
where it was.” 

Tom Wallace of the Louisville 
(Ky.) Times asked, if he decided 
to go to Russia, if “I could get in, 
go where I wanted to and write 
what I please.” 

Ehrenburg replied that he did 
not give out visas. 

“If I did, I would give them 
liberally and that is probably the 
reason I don't give them out,” 
he said. 

The editors applauded when he 
said that as soon as he returned 
to Russia he would “raise the 
question of exchanging corre- 
spondents on a larger scale be- 
tween the two countries.” 

Secretary of State Byrnes and 
Under Secretary Dean Acheson 
were guests of the society at a 
luncheon, Byrnes spoke briefly in 
introducing Acheson who re- 
viewed the State Department’s re- 
cent recommendations for interna- 
tional control of atomic energy. 


EDITORS STUDY 
HOW TO AID PEACE

Unanimous support appeared 
certain for two of the resolutions 
throwing the weight of the Ameri- 
can press behind steps to alleviate 
world famine and supporting Pres- 
ident Truman's highway safety 
program at home. 

Chief professional interest, how- 
ever, focused on a resolution re- 
peating the society’s firm stand 
of maintenance of a free press 
through the world.

Politicians Failed to Foresee 
Food Crisis, but See Election

cratic habit of ancient lineage. Here in America we do at least our 


full share of it. 

We fiddled when Ethiopia was 
raped. We fiddled when Hitler 
and Mussolini were trying out 
their new war weapons and tac- 


tics against the Loyalists of Spain. 
We fiddled to the entertainment 
of Franco. We fiddled in concert 
with Argentina. We fiddled in the 
Middle East, including Iran. We 
have fiddled about the production 
of coal in Germany. We play the 
fiddle while John L. Lewis con- 
tinues to toot his trumpet. 

Perhaps as reprehensible an in- 
stance as we could find in our 
history is our fiddling while mil- 
lions starve in Europe and Asia. 
Surely someone in Washington 
must have known that our for- 
mer allies were going to need 
large quantities of food that only 
we could supply. But we did 
nothing about it except to be 
cheerful and uncommunicative,. 

Even after the secret could no 
longer be kept, and everyone was 
fully aware that a catastrophe im- 
pended, we could not make up 
our minds what we should do 
or how or when we should do it. 
But it seemed politically advisable 
to make a show of activity. So 
we sent over former President 
Hoover to send back word that 
did not tell us anything new about 
the general problem. 

The theory of the Department 
of Agriculture seems to be that 
by limiting the amount of flour 
the retailers will necessarily have 
to limit the amount sold to their 
customers. This would be shov- 
ing off onto the shoulders of oth- 
ers the disagreeable duty that the 
Government ought to undertake 
itself. Favors could be played 
and would be. It would result in 
the opening of a black market not 
Only sanctioned, but insisted on, 
by the Government. 

Apropos of this method of ra- 
tioning, with some modifications 
it worked in the coal industry but 
whether it will work with a com- 
modity like flour is at least open 
to some question. Generally, coal 


is used for but one purpose—the 
production of heat. Flour or wheat 
can be used for many things be- 
sides bread. Thus a system of ra- 
tioning whereby the miller limits 
the amount of flour which his 
customers receive will almost in- 
evitably result in each baker pro- 
ducing out of his allotment a 
larger proportion of pies and 
cakes, because the profit on pas- 
tries is larger than it is on the 
staff of life. 

Nor will voluntary rationing suf- 
fice. I remember how insistently 
it was said, when we began to run 
short of gasoline, that voluntary 
rationing would do the job. Vol- 
untary rationing cannot be said to 
have failed because the fact is that 
there was never enough substance 
to it to fail. In the end we had 
to come down to card rationing 
and even that was difficult be- 
cause sO many people, with ex- 
perience going back to Volstead 
days, thought that it was rare fun 
to cheat the Government. A tre- 
mendous black market developed. 

Our men in public life don’t like 
to take chances, Although their 
foresight failed to perceive the 
coming food crisis, they do fore- 
see the coming election with amaz- 
ing clarity. To win that election 
is more important than it is to 
feed the starving, although in this 
instance the starving are people 
without whose help and tremendous 
sacrifices we would not be so com- 
fortable and well-fed as we are 
today. 

I suggest that we—Republicans 
and Democrats—forget all about 
the coming election. Let us con- 
sider how we would feel if our 
children were undernourished and 
rickety. Let us get more wheat to 
Europe and to Asia right away. Of 
course we don’t want our former 
enemies to starve but, as I see it, 
our primary obligation is to our 
former allies. And let us get 
ready for consumer rationing in 
the event that other makeshift 
devices should not be equal to the 
strain that will be put upon them. 


TERMINAL LEAVE PAY 
MEASURE IN SENATE 


Would Give All With Over- 
seas Servrce $200 and 
Others $100. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP)— 
Four Senators sought today to set- 
tle the question of military termi- 
nal leave pay for discharged enlist- 
ed men and women with flat pay- 
ment of $200 to those who served 
overseas and $100 to those who 
did not. 

Senators Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado; Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina; McFarland (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, and Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, introduced a joint bill 
which would: 

Make the payments to all who 
served six or more months since 
Aug. 27, 1940, were honorably dis- 
charged, and received less than 
30 days a year in furloughs, 

Provide they could obtain the 
money simply by showing their 
discharge certificates at any naval 
station, Army finance or recruit- 
ing office. 

Give enlisted men and women 
still in the service terminal pay 
on the basis of two and a half 
days for each month of service, 
less furlough time actually re- 
ceived. 

Authors of the bill explained 
yesterday it was intended to sim- 
plify War and Navy Department 
bookkeeping, which under other 
proposals would require examina- 
tion of millions of service records, 

A bill scheduled for House ac- 
tion May 13 would give discharged 
enlisted personne] the same ter- 
minal leave benefits as officers 
receive. This consists of pay for 
all unexpired furlough time up to 
120 days, regardless of whether 
the service was overseas or do 
mestic.

U.S. GIVING JOBS IN REICH

FRANKFURT, Germany, April 
20 (AP)—More than 25,000 anti- 
Nazi German prisorérs of war, 
graduated from special United 
States Army schools, now are be- 
ing fitted into important govern- 
ment or business positions, Ameri- 
_ headquarters announced to- 

ay. 

Since 1944, the Army has oper- 
ated schools at Fort Getty and 
Fort Wetherill, Rhode Island, Fort 
Eustis, Va. and Querqueville, 
France, where specially selected 
prisoners were trained in demo- 
cratic thought and processes. 

Four graduates of such courses 
now are working in the Bavarian 
Ministry of Economics. Besides 
filling such jobs, the former pris- 
oners “are talking with their fel- 
low workmen and with their 
neighbors, explaining to them 
what they have learned about the 
advantages to be derived in a free 
democracy,” said Maj. Charles H. 
Krauss, a supervisor in the train- 
ing program. 


RED CARTOON DEPICTS TOKYO 
PURGE AS BLIND MAN’S BUFF 


MOSCOW, April 20 (AP) — An 
Izvestia political cartoon depicts 
the purge of Japanese militarists 
as a game of blind man’s buff. 
The chief purger, labeled “Purge 
Commission,” is dressed in a top 
hat and spats, and is dancing with 
a group of Japanese, labeled 
grandmother, grandfather, cousin, 
aunt, uncle and so on. Izvestia 
is the official government news- 
paper. 

Red Star’s international review- 
er, meanwhile, said the so-called 
Committee for Investigating Un- 
American Activities “looks on 
calmly” at what he termed the

DERBY DAY IS NOT HOLIDAY 
ENOUGH FOR FOOD PRICE RISE 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. April 20 
(WP)—Those fancy prices for food 
on Kentucky Derby day are out, 
George Goodman, district Office 
of Price Administration director, 
said last night. 

Goodman said the Washington 
office of OPA ruled that Derby 
day was not a holiday in the 
meaning of the restaurant regu- 
lations. Therefore, Goodman as- 
serted, Derby day prices for food 
will be the regular week-day ceil- 
ing prices as posted. 

Goodman previously announced 
Louisville restaurants would be 
permitted to charge the same 
prices they charged on Derby day 
in 1942. Those included 50 cents 
for a cup of coffee and $1 for a 
ham sandwich. 


POPE DEPLORES IMMORALITY; 
‘MUCH OF YOUTH CORRUPT’ 


VATICAN CITY, April 20 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII said today that 
“divorce, godless schools and un- 
bridled books and licentious enter- 
tainment” were threats to Chris- 
tian morality. 

The Pope made the statement 
at a reception of 200 Italian Cath- 
olic action leaders, at which he de- 
plored that “much youth is rotten 
and corrupt” and expressed pity 
for “millions of children exposed 
to famine.” 

He said Catholic action “is not 
a political party,” and added that 
it was the urgent duty of Catholic 
nations to defend the church's 
doctrine and reconduct to the 
church all those who have left it. 


Associated Press Correspondent 
Spencer Davis said Chinese-Amer- 
ican headquarters had no word 
concerning seven Americans—five 
correspondents and two Army men 
—who went to Changchun last 
week to observe the Russian with- 
drawal. Headquarters assumed 
that Chinese Government officials 
in Changchun were taken into cus- 
tody by the Communists. 

Gen. George C. Marshall's head- 
quarters in Chungking said a re- 
quest had been made through 
Communist channels for permis- 
sion for the seven Americans to 
leave Changchun. 

The Chungking dispatch did not 
make clear whether Marshall's ac- 
tion meant he had word of their 
safety. 

The seven Americans are: Maj. 
Robert Rigg of Chicago, assistant 
military attache; Master Sgt. Clay- 
ton Pond of Portland, Ore., his 
pilot; Tom Masterson, Associated 
Press; Reynolds Packard, United 
Press; Charlotte Ebener, Interna- 
tional News Service; George Wel- 
ler, Chicago Daily News, and Hen- 
ry R. Lieberman, New York Times, 

Reinforcements Planned. 

Lending emphasis to the magni- 
tude of Marshall's task of trying 
to get the discordant sides to- 
gether to end China’s civil strife, 
Nanking military sources said the 
Government was sending at least 
two new armies—the Seventy- 
second and Seventy-fourth—north 
into Manchuria. 

The Government commander in 
chief, Gen, Ho Ying-chin, told 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Fred Hampson in Nanking that 
the Government heretofore had 
sent only five armies to Man- 
churia as agreed in the truce of 
January, but that the Communists 
had exceeded the one army they 
were allowed there. 

Marshall's conferences in 
Chungking included one with T. V. 
Soong, president of the Executive 
Yuan, presumably on negotiations 
for a United States loan to China. 

The heat with which the Com- 
munists have opposed a loan, and 
with which Government officials 
have favored it, suggests its im- 
portance as a possible bargaining 
weapon in Marshall’s hands. 

Views Changchun From Air. 

The pilot of a scouting plane 
sent to Changchun yesterday re- 
ported on his return to Mukden 
that he had geen no evidence of 
fighting. The flyer said city police 
headquarters, the last strongpoint 
of the Government forces, was 
burning. 

As the Chinese Communists 
completed occupation of Chang- 
chun, the Executive Yuan of the 
Chungking Government granted 
permission for Russia to set up 
a consulate general there. 

Meanwhile, the Communist head- 
quarters in Chungking announced 
that arrangements had been com- 
pleted for American military ex- 
perts to train Communist officers 
in modern military practices pend- 
ing unification of the Communist 
and Government armies. 

Twenty-five Communist officers 
are scheduled to fly to Kalgan to- 
day in American planes to open 
the school. By June it is planned 
there will be at least 100 American 
instructors and 1000 Communist 
students there, a Communist 
spokesman said. 


‘SOCIALIST UNITY PARTY’ 
FORMED IN BERLIN FUSION 


BERLIN, April 20 (AP) — A 
newly formed “Socialist Unity 
party,” representing a fusion of 
German Communists and a minor- 
ity of the powerful Social Demo- 
crat party, is expected to approve 
a constitution and by-laws today 
for a nation-wide organization.

The real estate lobby vigorously 
opposed ceilings on existing homes 
and won the day. When the pro- 
posal was being knocked out of 
the emergency housing legislation, 
the House and Senate chambers 
echoed with references to the sanc- 
tity of the home, the ivy-covered 
walls of the old family homestead, 
and the “outrageous” conduct of 
bureaucrats who might attempt to 
dictate to a family the price at 
which it might sell its most pre- 
cious possession. Such arguments 
seemed to have no particular bear- 
ing on what was proposed, but 
they proved effective. 

Wyatt used a preliminary report 
of this inflation survey last month 
in pleading for ceilings on existing 
homes, His figures then were 
based on returns from 85 cities. 
The complete report today includes 
data from 469 cities, 

The percentage of increase 
varies from region to region, In- 
creases are somewhat more for 
homes which cost $6000 or less in 
1940 than they are for homes 
which cost between $6000 and $12,- 
000 but not much.. No figures were 
gathered on homes which cost 
more than $12,000 in 1940. Again 
there is a slight difference, in 
percentage of increase, when cities 
of more than 100,000 population 
are compared with cities of less 
than 100,000. The greater increase 
occurred in the larger cities. 

The over-all picture is that prices 
have risen by nearly two-thirds 
since 1940, and are still going up. 
The data given are for single fam- 
ily homes. 

There was also an increase in 
the cost of home sites. Nation- 
ally, it was 61.8 per cent for build- 
ing lots and 60.1 per cent for “raw 
land.” Building lots are those 
fronting on streets and with ac- 
cess to necessary utilities. “Raw 
land” is acreage suitable for sub- 
division.

PORTLAND, Me., April 20 (UP)

IAP GEN. ANDO 
ENDS LIFE RATHER 
THAN FAGE TRIAL 


Ex-Commander on For- 
mosa, Accused of Atroc- 
ities, Takes Poison in 


Shanghai Jail. 


SHANGHAI, April 20 (AP)— 
Gen. Rikichi Ando, highest rank- 
ing Japanese facing trial in China 
as a war criminal, died ignobly 
and painfully in his jail cell last 
midnight of  self-administered 


poison, 

The wartime Japanese governor 
of Formosa and commanding gen- 
eral.of all Japanese troops on that 
island was found groaning on the 
floor of his cell in the Ward Road 
jail by a guard making a routine 
check. He was dead when the 
guard returned from summoning 
a doctor. 

American war crimes officials 
considered Ando primarily respon- 
sible for most of the atrocities and 
brutal treatment given war prison- 
ers on Formosa, some of them 
downed American flyers. Ando 
was arrested in Japan on a war- 
rant signed by Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek. 

Brought here Monday with 16 
other defendants charged with 
atrocities against Amevicans, Brit- 
ish and Chinese, Ando had been 
stripped and searched. Apparently 
he succeeded in hiding a poisonin 
the seams of his uniform. 

As Ando chose suicide in pref- 
erence to trial, announcement was 
made that Maj. Gen. Masataka 
Kaburagi and four subordinates 
will die on the gallows at 8 a.m. 
Monday for their part in the tor- 
ture parade and strangulation of 
four American flyers at Hankow 
in December, 1944. The five exe- 
cutions were set for the Ward 
Road jail, 


Jap Lieutenant General Commit- 
ted for War Crimes Trial, 

TOKYO, April 20 (UP)—Lt. 
Gen. Heitaro imura, former vice 
minister of war on the Konoye 
and Tojo cabinets, was committed 
today as an _ international war 
criminal. 

Kimura, commander in chief of 
Japanese forces in China in 1944, 
was accused by the chief inter- 
national prosecutor, Joseph _ B. 
Keenan, of responsibility for regu- 
lations and conditions resulting in 
the death of many American air- 
men. 

Among 35 other war criminals 
taken to Sugamo prison’ today 
were Maj. Gen. Seji Yamagami, 
Masao Koshikawa, former head 
jailer at Tokyo military prison, 
several former members of the 
Japanese Kempei Tai secret po- 
lice. 

Russian prosecutors have ap- 
proved the indictment against 
Japanese accused as war crim- 
inals, Keenan announced. 


Jap Army Captain Gets Death for 
Beheading B-29 Flyer. 

YOKOHAMA, April 20 (AP) — 
An American military tribunal to- 
day sentenced Japanese Army 
Capt. Masaki Mabuchi to be 
hanged for the decapitation death 
of a B-29 flyer. 

Lt. Jutaro Kikuchi, his execu- 
tive officer, was ordered to serve 
25 years in prison. He was found 
guilty of bayoneting the body of 
the American airman, Lt, Darwin 
T. Emry of Denver, Colo., who 
was shot down in a raid on Tokyo 
in May 1945.

BRITON DEFENDS 
MONTGOMERY'S 
BATTLE RECORD 


Replying to PM Editor, 
He Praises Field Mar- 
shal for Normandy, Ar- 
dennes Strokes. 


LONDON, April 20 (UP)—Alan 
Moorehead, war correspondent of 
the London Daily Express, today 
replied to Ralph Ingersoll's criti- 
cism of Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery by calling Montgom- 
ery’s Normandy campaign a “mas- 
ter stroke” and the Ardennes his 
greatest battle, 

Moorehead replied hotly in a 


Daily Express dispatch from Aus- 
tralia to charges in Ingersoll's 
book “Top Secret” that Montgom- 
ery fumbled the Ardennes battle 
and repeatedly slowed down the 
— front by his delaying tac- 
tics. 

The editor of PM and former 
United States Army officer “either 
does not know or does not prefer 
to know the facts about the battle 
of the Ardennes, about Montgom- 
ery and Eisenhower and Gen. 
Omar Bradley,” Moorehead wrote. 

“Indeed, there are experts who 
rate this (the Ardennes battle) 
and not Normandy or Alamein as 
his (Montgomery's) greatest bat- 
tle.” he added. 


Condemns “Muck Raking.” 


Ingersoll asserted that Mont- 
gomery “perhaps prolonged the 
war by a year.” Moorehead, who 
covered Montgomery's armies 
from Alamein onward and wrote 
many laudatory stories about him, 
praised the British general and 
condemned Ingersoll for “muck 
raking.” 

Moorehead credited Montgomery 
with planning the first Allied Nor- 
mandy push. He said plans called 
for the British to hold on the left 
at Caen, attracting the heaviest 
German forces to them, “while the 
Americans broke through the 
lightly held flank on the right.” 

He traced the criticism of Mont- 
gomery’s delaying tactics, which 
were followed by “Bradley’s break- 
out at St. Lo, the Falaise pocket 
and the greatest victory of mod- 
ern times.” 

“Many call Montgomery’s Nor- 
mandy campaign a classic and a 
master stroke,” Moorehead said. 

“After Falaise, Montgomery 
wanted to pack everything into 
a northern punch straight through 
to the Ruhr. He ordered Bradley 
at the end of August to stop on 
the right in the vicinity of Paris 
to assist this move.” 

(Bradley became commander of 
the United States Twelfth Army 
Group in August 1944. He held 
equal status with Montgomery, 
who commanded the Twenty-first 
Army Group. Each general was 
directly responsible to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as supreme 
commander at the end of August.) 


Says Plan Was Canceled. 


“However,” Morehead added, “at 
this moment Eisenhower arrived 
to take field command. He can- 
celed Montgomery's pursuit plan 
and instructed Bradley to go 
ahead so that all armies should 
come up to the Rhine together 
and cross the river on a broad 
front. . 

“Very soon Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton and other commanders in the 
center and south out-ran their 
supplies of petrol and shells and 
used up their reserves of man- 
power, 

“It was while the supreme com- 
mand was desperately trying to 
rectify this position and get the 
armies properly in line on the 
Rhine that the Germans saw the 
weak spot in Bradley's lines in 
the Ardennes—a raw division was 
in the process of taking over at 
this point. 

“Rundstedt (German Field Mar- 
shal Karl Rudolf Gerd von Rund- 
stedt) hit it hard. Allied intelli- 
gence was bad, the weather was 
against us and the Americans 
were taken by surprise. 

“In fact, they were all but cut 
in half and there was nothing for 
it but to hand over to Montgom- 
ery’s command the First and 
Ninth American armies (formerly 
under Bradley) who were in dan- 
wer of being cut off in the north. 

“Montgomery’s extraordinarily 
rapid regrouping of the American 
forces is past history now and 
great history. Indeed there are 
experts who rate this and not 
Normandy or Alamein as his 
greatest battle.” 


Montgomery Said to Plan Reply 
to His Critics. 
BAD OYENHAUSEN, April 20 
(UP)—Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery is preparing a broad- 
side reply to Ralph Ingersoll and 
other critics of his campaigns, it 
was learned today. There was no 
indication when the reply would 
be issued. 
Montgomery and some of his 
sub-commanders also are writing 
a document called “Normandy to 
the Baltic.” It was started some 
time ago. It will be similar to a 
previously compiled “Alamein to 
the Sangro.” 


SOVIET BROADCAST CHARGES 
TURKISH EXPORTS AIDED NAZIS 


LONDON, April 20 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio, in a renewed attack 
on Turkey, asserted today that 
nine-tenths of Turkish exports 
during the war were used to sup- 
ply the Nazis. 

The broadcast quoted an article 
in the periodical New Times as 
scoffing at claims of Turkish aid 
to the Allies and saying: “On the 
contrary, she rendered substantial 
assistance to the Germans. Nine- 
tenths of her exports went to Ger- 
many. 

“Turkey broke off her diplo- 
matic relations with Germany 
only when Hitler’s game was defi- 
nitely and irrevocably lost. Her 
declaration of war on Germany

MARINES SEEKING BUILDING 
FOR RESERVE UNIT TO USE 


A two-man Marine Corps board 
started an inspection tour in the 
St. Louis area today to determine 
whether a_ suitable building is 
available for use as an armory by 
a Marine Corps reserve unit ex- 
pected to start functioning here 
about July 1.

The streamg on the northern and southern 
watersheds have different general character- 
istics, brought about by the terrain through 
which they flow. The most rugged sections of 
the Ozark uplift are those directly south of 
St. Louis, taking in the country drained by the 
Biack, Current and Eleven Point rivers and the 
southwest counties drained by White river. The 
Osage and Gasconade to the north have their 
headwaters on the broad, central plateau of the 
Ozarks and flow through a less precipitous ter- 
rain to the points where they enter the Missouri. 
They are by nature beautiful, clear-water 
streams but their valleys gradually wind out 
into broad bottom lands that are intensively 
farmed. The streams on the southern water- 
shed are equally clear and cold, while the Cur- 
rent and Eleven Point particularly are fed by 
huge springs about which I have written in 2 
times past. The valleys here are steeper so We 
that these streams flow swiftly, with more miles 
of rapids and fewer miles of quiet pools.

The Meramec's other tributary, the Bourbeuse, 
offers a somewhat similar situation; although 
here the difficulty lies mainly with siltation. 
The Bourbeuse is not a very good breeding 
stream for bass but it still produces some and, 
because they are difficult to catch, they grow 
to good size.

ERE’S a cake you won't need 
Hi worry about keeping fresh 

until the last crumb is eaten 
provided your folks like yummy 
fresh lemon filling and cocoanut, 
Yet if there are just two'or three 
in the family, and they are unable 
to finish the cake either the sec- 
ond or third day, it is the kind 
that will stay fresh, moist and 
fine flavored until the last sliver 
is consumed, You may think our 
use of a filling between the layers 
and all over the top and sides is a 
sign of our not knowing all we 
should about cake assembly. 

Well, spreading this luscious fill- 
ing so generously does two things 
that should pass muster with any 
appreciative cake eater, It pre- 
serves the moisture insidé the 
cake wonderfully, and it supplies 
that wanted contrast of moist 
quality and clean-cut stimulating 
lemon flavor and when it is used 
in this amount, the proportion of 
cake ahd filling is delightful. And 
fortunately having the filling all 
over the cake does not make it 
messy to eat and especially with 
those of us who eat our cake with 
a fork. The cocoanut adds the 
feeling of icing and besides it in- 
creases the eating quality as well 
as the nutritive value, Try this 
type of icing at least once and 
compare it with the typical ic- 
ing which does take a bit more 
sugar. 

Two-Egg Yellow Cake 

Two cups emergency cake flour, 
two and one-fourth teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup’ shortening, 
seven-eighths cup sugar (one cup 
minus two tablespons), two eggs, 
unbeaten, one teaspoon vanilla, 
three-fourths cup milk. 

Have all ingredients at room 
temperature, Sift flour, measure 
and resift three times with bak- 
ing powder and salt, Cream short- 
ening until soft and smooth, then 
gradually blend in sugar until 
light and fluffy. Add eggs one at 
a time and beat vigorously after 
each addition. Stir in vanilla, Add 
flour mixture and milk alternate- 
ly in several portions, beginning 
and ending with flour, and beat- 
ing until smooth after each ad- 
dition. Pour into two round 8- 
inch cake pans with waxed paper 
lined bottoms and slightly greased 
sides. Bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) turn out and cool 
thoroughly. Ice with lemon jelly 
filling and top with cocoanut. 


Lemon Filling. 


Three-fourths cup sugar, five 
tablespoons flour, one-half cup 
cold water, one tablespoon grated 
lemon rind (packed), one-third 
cup lemon juice, two egg yolks, 
one tablespoon butter, dash of 
salt. 

Combine sugar and flour, mix 
well. Add cold water and lemon 
rind and stir. Bring to a boil 
over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly. Reduce heat and con- 
tinue to cook for five minutes, 
stirring to keep smooth. Com- 
bine lemon juice and egg yolks 
and beat well with a rotary 
beater. Slowly stir the hot mix- 
ture into the egg mixture, return 
to pan and cook with constant 
stirring for five minutes. Re- 
move from heat, add butter and 
salt and stir until butter is 
melted. Cool. Enough filling 
to generously spread between 
two eight-inch layers or it can be 
used for a filling and for spread- 
ing the top and sides also but will 
be a thinner layer, It may then 
be sprinkled with cocoanut. 

Menus For Easter Sunday. 

Breakfast — Loganberry juice, 
corn griddle cakes with butter 
and syrup, 

Dinner—Orange brush (orange 
ice in orange juice), glazed baked 
ham, candied sweet potatoes, 
pickled spiced pears, broccoli with 
hollandaise sauce, butter rolls 
with apple jelly, two egg yellow 
cake with lemon filling, 

Supper—Avocado chicken soup, 
lettuce and cucumber sandwiches, 
raspberry ice, cookies from bak- 
ery. 

Avocado Chicken Soup. 

Heat two cups concentrated 
chicken broth to a boiling. Add 
one cup milk, using part of it to 
make a thin paste with the two 
tablespoons flour. Bring to a boil 
and cook until mixture boils and 
slightly thickens. Add two tea- 
spoons grated onion and one avo- 
cado which has been mashed and 
put through a sieve. Add salt to 
taste. Heat and serve immedi- 
ately. Four servings.

é6 L books” « never learned in 
books” can be and often are 
of grave importance to chil- 
dren and society, for what children 
learn they put into practice and 
their practice becomes society's 
way of life. 

Just now we hear much of the 
necessity for teaching toleration. 
That word, used in the sense of 
today’s thinking is for me, the 
most painful of all words in the 
English tongue. Must we confess 
to suffer when we are called on 
to have a decent regard for the 
feelings and the rights of all 
people? I should hate to have to 
think that much less to be forced 
to confess it. 
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WHAT WE NEED is the culti- 
vation of our souls, When we at- 
tend to that, our first duty, there 
will be little cause for the situa- 
tion that makes men of good con- 
science plead for toleration of 
mankind, But my concern is for 
the teaching part, the schooling of 
children in good relations, in the 
cultivation of understanding co- 
operation with all about them. 

That cannot be taught from 
books, by lecturing, by making 
laws. The more of that sort of 
thing, the more of antagonism 
we shall have. Let the teacher 
try to lift one group to the level 
of acceptance by society and im- 
mediately some member of an- 
other group lifts his voice in 
grieved complaint. There has been 
indoctrination, discrimination, 
propaganda, from the teacher’s 
platform. The thing we call toler- 
ance is one of those precious les- 
sons never learned from books,

more active, more alive, more 
human means, Every experience 
a child meets is a lesson which 
he learns thoroughly. Make no 
mistake about that. The tone of 


his father’s voice as he speaks of: 


somebody, some group, even 
though he says no word of dis- 
like, has meaning for the child 
who has scarcely been listening. 
He caught the feeling in that 
tone and feeling is a great force 
for instruction, for action, for in- 
centive to ways of living. 

Lip service never gets beyond 
the ears, never dwells in con- 
science. To inspire children with 
understanding for people different 
from themselves in any way, one 
must reach their souls and feel- 
ing is an open road to that se- 
cluded spot in child nature. 

If you would teach a child to 
love his neighbor fill your own 
soul with love until it overflows 
in kindness, tenderness, goodwill 
toward men and the overflow will 
reach and stimulate the children 
about you to be in themselves res- 
ervoirs of goodwill.

N counting probable tricks for 
|: penalty double it is unwise to 

count three tricks in any one 
suit (aside from trumps), even 
when that suit is a three-carder. 
Consider the following deal: 

Rubber bridge. 

West, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 

K1064 
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1 no trump Pass 
Double (!) Pass Pass 


West felt that he was entitled 
to count three tricks in clubs be- 
cause of the extreme shortness of 
the suit, and with the heart bid 
on his right, he was reasonably 
sure of three trumptricks, Hence, 
even if East failed to produce a 
single trick it seemed safe to 
double the two-heart bid. But 
West soon found that he had 
miscalculated! 

The club king was opened, and, 
on sight of the dummy with its 
doubleton club, West shifted to 
a low diamond, vaguely hoping to 
put partner on lead for a heart 
return to the A-Q-J. (Exactly 
how West expected to negotiate 
this by leading a diamond is dif- 
ficult to see; South was marked 
with a singleton.) Dummy’s ace 
was played and the club was re- 
turned. West won and led an- 
other diamond. Declarer ruffed, 
then ruffed a club in dummy, A 
third diamond was led and ruffed 
in the closed hand, then three 
rounds of spades were played, 
ending in dummy. Another dia- 
mond ruff reduced declarer to 
two trumps, the king and ten, 
but at the same time put West 
in a peculiar position. For now, 
when declarer led his last club, 
West was reduced to the A-Q-J 
of hearts and had to ruff, Not 
only that, but he had to return 
a heart and concede declarer’s 
king. Thus, West not only failed 
to take the three club tricks that 
he had counted upon, but also 
managed to lose one of his trump 
tricks. 

Actually, South could have been 
held to his contract, but due to 
West’s frantic effort to defeat 
him (an understandable effort, 
indeed) South not only came out 
with a game but with an extra 
trick.

When you see 
you are going to get to the end 
of a loaf of bread that is already 
becoming a bit dry and stale, slice 
the remainder very, very thin, put 
the pieces in a pie dish or on a 
cookle tin, and heat them very 
slowly In a low, even oven, until 
they are completely dry and nice 
ly browned. Serve either warm 
or cold. Cream cheese—in fact, 
cheese of any kind—is wonderful 
with Melba toast—and it’s said to 
* good for your figure, too.
